It was a drowsy day in the

tration for this “legacy of debt, 
Mr. Speaker,” was played to the

Hon. Mr. Hoadicy was _ re- 
strained in his language. Much 
more so than usual, and the 
Lack-benchers wondered. The 
minister even wondered himself 
why he should be.so restrained, 
Mr. Speaker, sir, but he gave a 
slight hint at the end of his 
speech, when he refused to de- 
fend the estimates of the agri-

stead of hauling his political ad- 
versarics across the coals in the 
accepted manner of the old days.

The High way to the Orient 


HE City of Prince Rupert has just celebrated ite six- 
teenth anniversary. 

‘The construction of the transcontinental railway 
which made Prince Rupert a city and a prospective world port 
was also a momentous event in the history of Edmonton; a 
large part of that significance being due to the fact that it 
connected Edmonton directly wtih Prince Rupert. 

Prince Rupert has the advantage of distance over any 
other port in Canada or the United States as an outlet and in- 
let for trade with Japan and northern China. 

Edmonton is the one point east of the Rocky Mountains 
that is in direct railway communication with Prince Rupert. 
Edmonton is also the collecting point for grain and other pro 
ducts from all parts of centre! and northern Alberta for ship- 
ment to Pacific ports, 

If Alberta products are to find a market in Japan and 
Manchuria the bulk of them must go via Edmonton and Prince 
Rupert. 

Five million bushels of grain left Prince Rupert last year 
for the Orient, It was drawn from the farms of central and 
northern Alberta and collected at Edmonton. 

The Wheat Pool has the Dominion elevator at Prince 
Rupert under lease, which means that the Pool intends to, and 
is bound to, push the sale of Alberta grain in the Flowery 
Kingdom, and to do its shipping through Prince Rupert— 
therefore through Edmonton. 

The Pool reports that heavy shipments of grain have been 
going to Japan in recent weeks from Prince Rupert. As in- 
dustrial conditions there recover from the depression of re- 
cent years, the volume of this export must grow. It cannot 
grow without enlarging the flow of traffic through 
Edmonton. 

The city lives by the toll it levies upon the trade that is 
done in it, and the traffic that passes through it. The develop- 
ment of trade with the Orient is a factor that is helping to 
build up Edmonton, and the outlook is for a more rapid de- 
velopment of that trade in the future.

TTALY TAXES BACHELORS 

Toronto Mail and Empire: Italian 
bachelors, a recently published 
newspaper despatch announced, are 
| required to file with the govern- 
jmental authorities in their country 
|before the end of March certain de- 
|clarations “on the basis of which 
they must pay o tax for their state 
jot single biessedness."’ In those de- 
jclarations the unmarried men of

of employment. If they fail to state 
their ages correctly they are Hable 
to be called upon to pay fines rang- 
ing from 199 to 1,000 Lire, or, in

Toronto Globe: It is a novel man- 
ner of dealing with juvenile delin- 
quents that has been adopted by 
Magistrate John A. Nicholson of 
Glace Bay.

AS TO VERMILION WHEAT 

Re Mr. Newman's remarks on 
Vermilion wheat. 

I have admitted that Vermilion 
| wheat has fallen down to some ex- 
tent in the milling test. I am pre- 
|pared to withdraw by grain from 
jthe market if it is « detriment to 
| Western Canada. But I am con- 
|vineed that it is not # detriment to 
Western Canada. TI am convinced 
that farmers can get satisfactory 
results from sowing my wheat in 
isemi-arid areas where crop failure 
has followed crop failure. My wheat 
will outyield every other variety 
produced in Western Canada and 
will enable wheat production to be 
successfully carried on in districts 
where farming has heretofore been 
carried on at a loses. What substi- 
tute has Mr. Newman to offer for 
this? 

Mr. Newman has failed in any of 
his articles to produce any compara- 
tive figures showing tests of all va- 
rieties of wheat. I. seems to indi- 
cate that milling tests are carried 
on by the department of agriculture 
at Ottawa under chaotic conditions. 
This attitude in connection with 
Garnet wheat clearly substantiates 
this view. For two years the do- 
minion department of agriculture 
has been advocating the production 
of Garnet wheat and now their at- 
titude ie one of graceful withdrawal. 
Possibly the attack on Vermilion 
wheat was merely 2 smoke ecreen to 
hide failures of the department of 
‘agriculture and to stimulate the sale 
of certain new varieties now being 
offered for sale. 

I think that my letter to the min- 
ister of agriculture clearly demon- 
strated that the department of agri- 
culture at Ottawa might follow the 
example of the customs department 
and benefit from a thorough re- 
organization: that until it is #o re- 
jorganised it cqpnet function ef- 
ficiently in the intereats of the weet- 
jern farmer. If I have done weaning 
else than draw attention to this 
jhave rendered a real service to the 
western farmér by exposing condi- 
tions as they exist at Ottawa. 

Probably Mr, Newman will now 
obtain and publish independent tests

Mr, Duggan drew attention to the 
fact that the public debt of the 
province would exceed the $100,000,-

of alarm, because we now seem to 
think that as long as it is under the 
one hundred million it ts alright.” 

Must Call a Halt 

“There must be a halt called in 
the piling up of our capital liability,” 
Mr. Duggan declared, “and this 
must obtain over a reasonably long 
period in order to_ stabilize the 
finances of Alberta, Hach year we 
must spend around $56,000,000 in 
borrowings otherwise we are not 
satisfied. Taking Canada as a whole 
during the last three years the vol- 
ume of government and municipal 
bond issues have decreased fron 
$469,000,000 in 1924 to $381,000,000 
in 19265 and to $242,000,000 in 1926. 
Alberta alone seems unable to get 
into line.” 

Since 1916 the Alberta gov- 
ernments had tapped 48 new 
sources of revenae, only fifteen 
being offset by new expendi- 
tures From these various sour- 
ces the Corporetion Tax had 
yielded $807,959 from 1918 to 
1926. gasoline tax $1,455,714 
from 1922 to 1926, amusement 
tax $1,676,180 from 1916 to

| The engine, according to Wolf, 
| has six cylinders of the size in use 
today, with three point support
